Col. Matthew Baird, Director of Training 
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1. Colonel Baird reported that the Naval Intelligence 
School had made available two slots to Cla. he stated that he 
considered this one of the best intelligence schools and pointed 
out that it lasts for six months. He asked for nominations to 
be submitted to him by Wednesday, 11 april. 

Colonel Baird reported that he would establish a 
program for training uncleared people to be known as Unclassified 
Training Group "a”. This program would bring on active duty uncleared 
personnel who would be paid during a course of Hussian language and 
area training. He stated that it would be necessary for the persomial 
to be made available to the course for a minimum of six weeks, wnich 
I&S indicates as the approximate time for an "X" clearance. He 
also indicated that it would be necessary to have a minimum of ten 
personnel available for the course every three weeks. Before 
starting a course individuals will be assessed in language capa- 
bilities. The course will be directed by Colonel Leon Dostert of 
the Institute of Language and Logistics, Georgetown Foreign Service 
School, and will be open to personnel of the grades GS-7 and above.
